TENSE AS LIBERALS | 


DEFEAT DIAZ ARMY

Americans Threatened in 
Nicaragua Capital for 
U.S. Stand. 


LATIMER EXTENDING — 
THE NEUTRAL ZONES| 


All of Eastern Coast May Be 
Closed to Fighting; 300 
Mexicans Aid Revolt. 


Managua, Nicaragua, Dec. 7 (By A. P.). 
Juan B. Sacasa, head of the liberal gov- 
ernment set up in opposition to the con- | 
servative regime headed by Adolfo Diaz, 
is still at Puerto Cabezas, where he was 
inaugurated several weeks ago. Reports 
reaching here from Puerto Cabezas are 
that all the liberai forces have been 
disarmed there, and that United States 
bluejackets are in charge, all the Amer- 
ican interests, including the Cuyamel 
Fruit, Standard Fruit and five Ameri- 
can mahogany companies having re- 
quested protection. The civil authori- 
ties are functioning at Puerto Cabezas. 
The announcement was made today 
that the entire east coast of Nicaragua 
would be made a neutral zone. 

Adolfo Diaz, conservative president, 
stated that he did not wish any more 
of his countrymen killed, either liberals 
or conservatives, and the conservative 
government, to prevent further blood- 
shed and fighting, was withdrawing its 
forces from Pearl Lagoon, where severe 
fighting has been going on for four 
days. These forces are retiring to 
Rama. 


Battle Losses 


The opposing forces of the conserva- 
tive and liberal governments at Las 
Perlas, have declared a truce, to bury 
the dead and care for the wounded. 
The losses have been heavy on both 
sides in a four-day battle, in which 
the liberals, alleged to have been aided 
by Mexican fighting men, have forced 
the conservatives to withdraw toward 
Bluefields. 

The American ‘collector of customs 
at Bluefields says it is reported that 
300 Mexicans have been fighting with 
the liberals and that the revolutionary 
side has plenty of field artillery. The 
strength of the liberals in this series 
of engagements is estimated at 1,500 
men, who were opposed by 1,300 Diaz 
troops. The Diaz adherents are said 
to have narrowly escaped capture or 
annihilation. 

Rear Admiral Latimer, in command 
of the American warships, reports that 
Puerto Cabezas, Rio Grande, El Bluff 
and Bluefields have been established 
as neutral zones. Both conservatives 
and liberals must disarm or evacuate 
the territory. 

Details from the scene of the opera- 
tions are meager, but the situation in 
Managua is tense. Many Americans, 
including the Minister, are receiving 
threatening letters because of the ac- 
tion of the American government in 
recognizing President Diaz. 


U. 5. Charges Called False. 


Mexico City, Dec. 27 (By A. P.).— 
Pedro Zepeda, chief representative in 
Mexico City of the liberal government 
set up in Nicaragua under the presi- 
dency of Juan B. Sacasa, issued a state- 
ment today in which he says that the 
Department of State of the United 
States “need not resort to false charges 
in order to justify its use of force in 
Nicaragua against the Sacasa and in 
favor of the Diaz governments.” 

“The truth is,” the statement adds, 
“that the action of the United States 
was taken ebecause the succeses of 
Sacasa’s liberal forces, news of which 
was suppressed by the _ censorship, 
caused the Diaz regime to totter. The 
downfall of Diaz being apparent, inter- 
vention by the United States was 
brought about. 

“The intervention of the United 
States in favor of Diaz has fanned the 
patriotism of every Nicaraguan into 
such unquenchable fire that all are 
ready to fight unyieldingly against for- 
eign invasion.”

U. 8. Program More Difficult.

KUHNE MURDER CLEWS 
TO BRING AAREST TODAY 


Charges Indicated as Three 
Are Held in Death of 
vanes 


SECRECY ON NEW | ANGLES 


Clews found at a late hour yester- 
day, bearing on the murder Friday 
night of Daniel Kuhne, 51-year-old 
recluse, at his truck farm near Duley 
station, Md., last night gave fresh 
impetus to the investigation into the 
killing launched by Prince Georges 
county authorities Sheriff 
Charles Early. 

Other than to say they would result 
in an additional arrest today, county 
police refused to discuss either the 
nature of the clews or the details sur- 
rounding their discovery. Their finding 
followed an apparent standstill in the 
investigation, when prospects of an 
early solution were reported to have 
suffered a setback. 

Constable E. B. Sweeney, assisting 
Sheriff Early in the case, arrested Ed- 
ward Grier, colored, 28 years old, of 
Duley, at 11 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing. He was held for investigation and 
lodged in the county jail at Marlboro, 
with two colored men taken into cus- 
tody the day before, Leon Bryant, 18 
years old, and William Lattisaw, 55, 
both of Duley. 

Charges may be placed against some 
of the men today, Constable Sweeney 
said last night. If no serious obstruc- 
tion is encountered in the investigation, 
@ preliminary hearing might be expect- 
ed tomorrow or Thursday, he indicated. 

County police still are convinced that 
robbery was the motive which prompted 
the brutal slaying, preceding the burn- 
ing of Kuhne’s home, and the inquiry 
will continue along the lines of this 
supposition, according to State’s Attor- 
ney Alan Bowie. 

Funeral services for Kuhne will be 
held at 2:30 o’clock this afternoon from 
the undertaking establishment of Will- 
iam Cook, North and Greenmont ave- 
nues, Baltimore, the Rev. C. G. Wolf, 
of the Grace. Evangelical Lutheran 
church, officiating. Burial will be at 
Mount Carmel cemetery. 

The body was taken to Baltimore

W. Jimmyer, Kuhne’s nephew. Capt.

READING MESSAGES 
FROM SUN FORESEEN 


Dr. M. |. Pupin Tells Science 
Meeting of Problem for 
the Next 25 Years. 


Philadelphia, Dec. 27 (By A. P.).— 
The sun is continually sending mes- 
sages to the earth, not intelligent 
beings on the sun, but the great orb 
itself, Dr. Michael I. Pupin, of Colum- 
bia university, tonight told the open- 
ing general session of the American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science.

Dr. Houck now is being guarded 
by police at Gallinger hospital, while 
psychiatrists are trying to determine 
whether he is sane or insane. 

Inspector Henry G. Pratt, chief of 
detectives here, late yesterday received 
a second telegram from Chief of Police 
Hardin at Blytheville. It read as fol- 
lows: 

“Your description tallies with that 
of woman who passed througk here 
last Thursday en route to Springfield, 
Mo. Refused to tell where she came 
from. Said she had been traveling 
seven days and nights.” 

In a telegram sent here Sunday 
night, Chief Hardin said three men 
who saw the mysterious woman in 
Blytheville, had “positively” identified 
her as Mrs. Houck. The trio, he said, 
identified her from a photograph shown 
in the newspapers. However, in view 
of the fact that the photograph was 
five years old, there was some doubt 
here that the woman really was Mrs.

It 
was this description that Blytheville 
police chief said late yesterday tallied 
with that of the woman who passed 
through there Thursday.

COBB AND. SPEAKER 


IN SECRET MEETING 
ACA WITH LAWYER 


Tris Seeks No Official 
Aid, His Attorney 
Declares. 


FORMER TIGER STAR 
BACKED BY SENATOR 


Night, Giving No Hint of 
Action. 


Ty Cobb, Tris Speaker and the lat- 
ter’s attorney, W. H. Boyd, of Cleve- 
land, were closeted in a room here vir- 
tually all day yesterday in a mysterious 
conference following reports that the 
deposed baseball managers were seeking 
Federal aid in their fight to vindicate 
themselves of the charges of “Dutch” 
Leonard growing out of an alleged 
“fixed” game in 1919. 

The trio departed for Cleveland last 
night, volunteering no information as 
to the purpose of their meeting here or 
plans of procedure in procuring the aid 
of the government in an effort to force 
a showdown on the facts of the scandal, 
the aftermath of which was tanta- 
mount to barring the accused players 
from the game for life. It was learned, 
however, that Cobb had talked at 
length with Senator Harris (Democrat), 
Georgia, concerning his status as a re- 
sult of the scandal. 

The movements of.Cobb and Speaker 
in Washington were shrouded in strict 
secrecy from the time of their arrival 
yesterday morning until the pair left 
for Cleveland last night. Reporters 
had sought vainly to locate the former 
players in the city. A canvass of the 
hotels failed to reveal their presence 
and it was doubted that the central 
figures in baseball's latest scandal had 
arrived, although reports from Augusta, 
Ga., and Cleveland were to the effect 
that both were en route to Washington 
Sunday night. 


Trio Found at 7:25 P. M. 

That Cobb and Speaker had spent 
the day in Washington was “not ascer- 
tained until 7:25 o’clock last night, 
when reporters at Union station dis- 
covered the pair with Mr. Boyd about 
to depart for Cleveland. It was at this 
time that the sparse information con- 
cerning their visit was gained. 

Cobb, asked if he intended to seek 
Federal aid in his’ case, answered the 
question with another query: “The gov- 
ernment never has had anything to do 
with baseball, has it?” 

Speaker, asked about the all-day con- 
ference, replied: “My affairs are in the 
hands of Mr. Boyd.” 

Mr. Boyd was a bit more talkative, 
but maintained the same mysterious 
air. He said: “Give me credit for know- 
ing that the government has nothing to 
do with this case.” Asked what trans- 
pired at the conference, Mr. Boyd 
evaded the question with the reply that 
Speaker was not seeking the aid of any 
government department or bureau. “Of 
course, as a lawyer, you know that I 
want to obtain all possible information 
about the case,” Mr. Boyd added. 

Silent As to Information. 

Mr. Boyd would not divulge what 
matter of information he sought 
although it is believed that he might 
have visited the city in an effort to 
construct a background for any pro- 
posed legal action, to search reports 
of the Federal league case some years 
ago for precedents or establish what 
form of procedure would be most log- 
ical. 

While no mention was made of the 
proposed third major league which is 
reported to be gaining in favor, the 
names of Cobb and Speaker have been 
linked with the enterprise and yester- 
day’s conference lends dignity to these 
reports.

El Paso, Tex., Dec. 27.—Albert B. Fall, 
former Secretary of Interior, is serious- 
ly ill with pneumonia at his home here, 
but has “a very good chance to re- 
cover,” his physician, Dr. H. T. Safford, 
announced late this afternoon. Fall, 
acquitted in Washington several days 
ago on a charge of conspiracy to de- 
fraud the United States government out 
of oil land, arrived here Sunday noon 
and was suddenly stricken with pneu- 
monia early today. 

While Dr. Safford said Fall had a 
good chance to recover, he pointed out 
thet a man 65 years of age can con- 
tract a mild case of pneumonia which 
suddenly turns serious and proves 
fatal. 

In company with his secretary, H. G. 
Clunn, Fall left Washington last Thurs- 
day night. Fall has been in ill health 
for some time due to ‘the strain oc- 
casioned by the trial, became worse 
after starting the trip to E! Paso, his 
secretary said. 

Fall had planned to rest in El Paso 
for a short time and then go to his 
ranch at Three Rivers, N. Mex., until 
time to return to Washington to face 
trial with Harry Sinclair in connection 
with the Tea Pot Dome oil lease. 

The following bulletin was issued by 
Dr. Safford: 

“As a result of my examination I find 
that Fall has pneumonia of the lower 
lobe of the right lung. His tempera- 
ture is not high, his pulse is good and 
the outlook for his recovery is good, 
if no complications or further exten- 
sion of the pneumonia occurs. At this 
age, 65, pneumonia sometimes mild 
in its onset, develops into a severe 
case in a short time.”

The Cumberland will probably con- 
tinue to rise until Wednesday or 
Thursday, and was higher tonight than 
at any time since 1362.

Lieut. Col. Grant that a rapid increase 
in the number of burials at Arlington 
cemetery and the prospect that in the 
immediate future the national cemetery 
must be enlarged, have led Secretary 
of War Davis, in consultation with the 
fine arts commission, to make plans for 
taking in the area formerly included 
in the Arlington estate and now occu- 
pied by the experimental farms of the 
Department of Agriculture. 

This area was allotted to the De- 
partment of Agriculture by an act of 
Congress, but the obvious necessity of 
the enlargement of the cemetery and 
the manifest inadequacy of the lands 
for the expanding needs of the de- 
partment have led to a uniform ac- 
quiescence of all concerned in the 
cemetery enlargement, according to the 
fine arts officials. 


Brought Down to River. 


The plan as prepared in the office 
of Secretary of War Davis and ap- 
proved by him, brings the lands of 
the cemetery substantially down to the 
Potomac river. This will necessitate a 
restudy of the terminals of the Me- 
morial bridge on the Virginia side of 


the river, commissioners state, and the 
time has come when it should begin. 

The commission has recommended 
that architects of the bridge be asked 
to make such a restudy of terminals as 
shall adapt them to proposed new con- 


nings of both Lee highway and Mount 
Vernon boulevard in the _ investiga- 
tion.

that legislation providing for the me- 
morial bridge involves the treatment of 
B street north from the Capitol grounds 
to the Potomac river, and that it is the 
commission’s desire to carry out the 
intention of Congress, as expressed in 
the act, by creating a first-class thor- 
oughfare throughout the entire course 
of B street from the Capitol to the 
Potomac.

Driver of Car Exonerated;

A coroner’s jury reviewed two deaths 
in the District morgue yesterday.

Premier Mussolini of Italy is in 
“excellent health,” even though he 
eats too fast, says Dr. Aldo Castel- 
lani, professor of medicine at Tulane 
university, New Orleans, and also 
of the University of London. 

Dr. Castellani professionally ex- 
amined the Itallan premier on a 
recent visit to Rome and said yes- 
terday he wished to set at rest re- 
curring rumors that Mussolini was 
ailing from a dangerous disease. 

Speaking of the examination, 
made at the request of Mussolini, 
the doctor said: 

“The visit took place at the pre- 
mier’s house at 9:15 p. m., immedi- 
ately after he returned from his 
office. I found, after a thorough 
examination, that the premier was 
in excellent health, and I was 
amazed at the vitality and energy 
of this man who gives every minute 
to work. He is so busy he. gives 
no thought even to food or drink 
and he never touches wine or any 
spirits.

Bad Taste Is Chemists’ Goal. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Government chemists are hopeful in 
the near future of making industrial 
alcohol more _ distasteful but less 
poisonous through new formulae, but 
in the meantime the government is 
accepting no responsibility for any 
deaths resulting from the drinking of 
liquor recently. 

It was explained yesterday that 2 per 
cent of wood alcohol is placed in most 
of the industrial alcohol but that this 
quantity would not be sufficient to 
cause death. 

Assistant Secretary Andrews, chief of 
the dry forces, however, has desired to 
make the alcohol less poisonous but at 
the same time more distasteful so that 
drinkers would be quickly warned if 
they obtained bad whisky and govern- 
ment chemists believe they soon will 
have some such solution.

Philanthropist. 


Tulsa, Okla., Dec. 27 (By A. P.).— 


nat@ and philanthropist, died at his 
home in Sand Springs, near here, at 4 
o’clock this afternoon. He had been 
ill of influenza for about two weeks. 

Making a fortune in oil after coming 
to Oklahoma in 1902, Mr. Page branched 
out into other enterprises and became 
known as the “industrial king” of the 
State. 

He founded Sand Springs and 
building there an industrial communi- 
ty. He constructed the Sand Springs 
railroad and other public utilities and 
built a $2,000,000 cotton mill among 
other industrial plants. A few weeks 
ago he announced plans for establish- 
ing a $1,000,000 steel plant in Sand 
Springs. 

In order to obtain an adequate water 
supply for his city, he constructed a 
dam at a cost of $1,500,000, which also 
was used for a time in supplying the 
city of Tulea. 

Mr. Page also engaged in mining, 
Tumber and land development in Idaho, 
Colorado, Washington, Oregon, Wyom- 
ing and British Columbia. He was 
born at Stevens Point, Wis., 
1861.

Belgian Minister Dead. 
Brussels, Dec. 27 (By A. P.).-—Ed- 
ouard Pecher, who has held' the post 
of minister of colonies for a little more 
than a month, died today of pneumo- 

nia. He was 42 years of age. 
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The paper expresses the opinion that

Major developments frequently hinge upon 
minor discoveries. During every hour of the 
day, in some obscure laboratory or far corner 
of the earth, science is working on theories 
which when developed may revolutionize many 
of the processes which are at the present time 
considered perfected.

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A chorus of statements from Russian and 
Mexican sources has been issued, denying that 
Mexico or soviet Russia is giving aid to the 
communist revolutionists in Nicaragua. Prom- 
inent in the chorus is the voice of the Mexican 
Ambassador to the United States and the emis- 
sary of the Russian soviet, one Boris Skvirsky, 
who is carrying on soviet propaganda in Wash- 
| ington under the guise of a commercial agency. 

Naturally, as the facts regarding Russo-Mexi- 
can aggression against the government of Nica- 
ragua leak out, the communists and their Mex- 
ican allies emphasize their denials of these 
facts. 

One of the unaccountable features of the 
current situation is the failure of the State 
Department to make public the facts in its pos- 
session, proving the official interference of the 
Mexican government in the affairs of Nicara- 
gua. When the Obregon government was 
threatened with defeat by the De la Huerta 
revolutionists the United States came to the 
rescue by prohibiting the export of arms to 
Mexico by any other parties than the Obregon 
government. The Obregonistas purchased 
Springfield rifles, among other supplies, and 
now it has been found that some of these rifles 
were furnished by the Calles government to 
the Nicaraguan communist revolutionists.

is that on “rum smuggling.’ It tells in de- 


tail the efforts on the part of the government 
to enforce prohibition by means of the search 
and seizure of foreign “rum-smuggling”’ ves- 
sels beyond the 12-mile limit. 

-9n account of the extraterritorial 
conventions which the United States has ne- 
gotiated with eight foreign governments, the 
so-called “rym row” has been moved away 
from the United States coast considerably 
farther than 12 miles. The legal question 
{nvolving the authority of customs and coast 
guards to operate beyond the 12-mile limit is 
exceedingly important and will probably have 
to be finally decided by the United States 
Supreme Court. 

The total number of foreign ships seized 
{his year was 33, of which 25 were British. 
foreign vessels released and discharged during 
the year were quite numerous on account of 
the interpretation placed by the courts on the 
extraterritorial seizure conventions, which is 
the most interesting legal development of the 
year. 

-~Most of the courts have held that these 
cenventions are not self-executing, and that 
further legislation by Congress will be neces- 
sary before they become of any substantial 
use. One of the outstanding decisions was 
vendered last April, in which the court decided 
fhat the extraterritorial seizure conventions 
eid not have the effect of extending the operat- 
ing range of the customs and liquor laws of the 
United States, and that, although the seizures 
of the vessels may have been strictly in 

‘accord with treaty provisions, there were no 
existing laws of the United States effective on 
the high seas under which the seized vessels 
and. their liquor cargoes could be forfeited. 
A’ British vessel which was seized off the

REVOKING DRIVERS’ PERMITS. 


Congress at its last session extended the 


powers of the traffic director to include the 


power of revoking permits of drivers con- 


victed of major traffic violations. Since that 
time permits have been canceled at the rate 
of approximately 100 each month. Those who 
feel that they have been unjustly penalized 
have had the right of appeal to the commis- 
sioners who, acting on the advice of the cor- 
poration counsel, have either upheld or over. 
ruled the traffic director. : 

Recently the traffic director revoked the 
license of an individual convicted and fined 
$100 in Maryland for driving while under the 
influence of intoxicating liquors. The in- 
dividual appealed to the commissioners, who 
referred the matter to the corporation coun- 
sel. The latter gave it as his opinion that the 
traffic office had no right to revoke a local 
permit for an offense committed in an ad- 
joining State.

In the first place, revocation is effected 
in the nature of a penalty, and should act as 
a deterrent to others. More important, how- 
ever, is the fact that drivers’ permits may be 
revoked in order to prevent known criminally 
negligent or dangerous operators from further 
placing the public in jeopardy. If an operator 
is a frequent offender against the traffic code, 
or if he has manipulated his motor car in 
such a manner as to endanger the lives and 
property of Others, his right to drive should 
be suspended so that he will be kept off the 
streets. 

The commissioners will consider the opinion 
this afternoon, and it is to be hoped that they 
will uphold the traffic director. If, however, 
they decide that the traffic office has ex- 
ceeded its legal authority, the matter should 
be presented to Congress with a request that 
the traffic act be further amended to give the 
authorities power to revoke the licenses of 
drivers guilty of drunkenness or reckless 
driving no matter where the offense was 
committed.

THE YEAR’S DISASTERS. 

The American Red Cross made public last 
Sunday the record of disasters for the twelve 
months of 1926. In number of disasters and 
catastrophes the year was not unusual, but 
in the magnitude and fury of those visited 
upon the United States the year has set its 
record. Nearly 60 major disasters have oc- 
curred during the last 12 ‘months, and 17 
foreign countries. suffered calamities serious 
enough to make necessary aid from the 
American society. Approximately 700 per- 
sons were killed and thousands injured 
throughout the country. Millions of dollars 
were required for rehabilitation and relief. 

Examination of the record shows that tor- 
nadoes, cyclones and hurricanes took the major 
toll in lives and injuries. Nineteen were re- 
corded during the year, of which the Florida 
disaster on September 18 was the most seri- 
ous. Windstorms of these types caused more

12 times, with a death 
list of 20 and a roll of injured totaling more 
than 50. Serious floods occurred next most 
frequently, with 10 recorded during the year. 
Explosions and mine explosions, of which 
there were 7, took a toll of 175 killed and 140

Government insurance is somewhat cheaper 
than similar commercial politics, and is un- 
questionably safe. Present time term insurance 
can be carried by practically any one without 
serious financial embarrassment, and can be 
converted before the first of July into a type 
of regular insurance, guaranteed by the gov- 
ernment, the premiums of which are not much 
higher than those for term insurance. Any 
time thereafter the policy taken out may be 
reconverted into any other more desirable 
type, providing it bears a higher premium.

We agreed yesterday that when one 
partner has made an original bid of 
ohe No Trump which the intervening 
adversary has overcalled, the other 
partner should raise to two No Trumps 
when he (the assisting partner) holds 
two quick tricks—one at least in the 
adversely-bid suit—and reasonable ex- 
pectancy of more tricks. All this is 
plain enough to almost anybody, ex- 
cept thé last item—reasonable expect- 
ancy. I have known reasonable expect- 
ancy, like charity, to cover a multi- 
tued of sins. Reasonable expectancy in 
Bridge is the exact meaning of the 
words; illustration will make this clear. 
Yesterday four cases were given, in 
each of which South bid one No Trump, 
West two Spades, and the question was 
what North should do, in each case, 
holding: 
1. Sp.: King-x-x. Ht.: x-x-x. Di.: x- 
X-x-x. Cl.: Ace-x-x. 
2. Sp.: King-x-x. Ht.: x-x. Di.: Queen- 
Jack-x-x-x. Cl.: Ace-x-x. 


3. Sp.: King-x-x. Ht.: 
Di.: x-x-x. Cl.: Jack-10-x-x. 

4. Sp.: King-Jack-x. Ht.: x-x-x. DI.: 
Queen-Jack-x. Cl.: Jack-10-x-x. 

The holder of No. 1 should pass. He 
has a quick trick in Clubs and a stop- 
per of the adverse Spade suit; but any 
expectation that the hand would take 
further tricks would be tnreasonable. 
The only possibility would be that the 
fourth Diamond woul rove to be a 
thirteener, and that is uch too re- 
mote to consider. 

In No. 2 two No Trumps should be 
bid. It is reasonable to expect additional 
tricks from the Diamonds. 

In No. 3, two No Trumps should be 
bid. The two Jacks constitute together 
a reasonable expectancy of at least one 
trick in addition to the one Spade and 
one Heart. 

In No. 4, two No Trumps should be 
bid. Sitting “over” the adverse bid, 
the King and Jack constitute two stop- 
pers in Spades, and the Diamonds and 
Clubs furnish reasonable expectancy.

Game Breeding Gains 
- As Kansas Industry 


Topeka, Kans., Dec. 27 (By A. P.). 
A new industry has sprung up in 
Kansas with the virtual disappearance 
of fur bearing game in most parts of 
the State. 


Game breeding, less than 10 years ago 
a hobby of the naturalist, has assumed 
commercial proportions. 

Within the last two years 105 gaine 
breeders’ permits have been issued by 
the fish and game department. Thirty- 
eight of the permits were for skunk 
breeding, 14 for raccoon, two for fox 
and one for mink.

The Daily Mail suggests that, 
from the necessity of converting the 
maturing bonds, the loan may be 
designed to meet a possible substantial 
deficiency at the end of the financial 
year. The Westminster Gazette figures 
the amount of the maturing bond Is- 
sues at approximately £250,000,000.

CAUSES OF AMERICAN 
DEATH RATE CHANGE 


More Die of Heart, Cancer and 
Kidney lils, Census 
Shows. 


(By the Associated Press. ) 


Americans are dying considerably less 
rapidly than in the past from tubercu- 
losis, pneumonia and cerebral hem- 
morhaeges, but are succumbing more 
frequently to heart afflictions, cancer 
and kidney disorders. 

For 1925, however, there was no 
change in the death rate from all 
causes—11.8 per 1,000 population—over 
the 1924 mortality mark. Statistics 
made public yesterday by the census 
bureau were compiled from reports of 
States and cities where death registra- 
tions were kept and comprised 89.4 per 
cent of the country’s population. 

Heart disease was the greatest cause 
of death in 1925, with 185.5 deaths 
per 100,000 population, compared with 
178 in 1924; for the same years, cancer, 
92.6 against 91.9; tuberculosis, 8.6 com- 
pared with 91.9; pneumonia, 93.5 
against 98.2; cerebral hemmorhage, 84.4 
compared with 92.7; kidney disorders, 
96.3 against 89.6. Murder and suicide 
remained the same as death causes for 
the two years, while increased deaths 
from automobile accidents occurred 
with a rate of 17 for 1925, against 15.7 
in 1924.
